Sometimes a coyote is acciden- 
tally started from his rest by a hunter, but 
if he cau once gee a tree between himself 
and the hunter, no matter if there is not 
another tree within five miles, the hunter 
will never see the coyote again. To call 
him an artful dodger would but feebly 
represent his character in that direction. 
He is never to be depended on to follow 
any given line of conduct 
The only way 


to arrive at even an approximate conclu- 
sion as to what action a coyote will taka j 
under certain conditions is to decide what 
he is most likely to do and then wait -pa- 
tiently for him to do just the opposita 
thing. 


To a lover of nature's music a coyote 


concert is a rare treat. It may not be al- 
together the music in itself; the environ- 
ments help a good deal. You should lie 
on a grassy knoll away up somewhere 
near the headwaters of the Arkansas river, 
in the still moonlight on a warm summer 
night, when there is not a sound to break 
the silence, and wait for developments. 
Suddenly there arises from a foothill over 
across the gulch r. low, crooning sound, 
liko the moan of the wind when tho leaves 
aro falling. It ceases when an answering 
wail, only a little louder, floats over the 
still night air from the opposite direction. 
A third voice breaks in from still another 
direction; another and another from other 
points of tbe compass, until the shadow of 
every sagebrush seems to conceal a singer,

in that wild, weird melody that gradually 
grows in volume till the great plateau is 
vocal with the music of this improvised 
band of nature's musicians.

NO VOTE ON THE BILL. 


Peculiar ami "Wonderfully Kiist Snll- 


injr Boat* uf tlie L.adroiie I»laiid». 
Of the flying proa? of ihc Ladroue is- 


landers, the reports or' travelers are almost 
incredible. The appearance of tho proa 
filled the early voyager with astonishment 
!iml its speed \virh wonder. "This inven- 
tion," Siiys !k rectiit writer, "would do 
credit to any civilized nation." Tile stem 
and stern aro aliko and are vcrj- sharp. 
The boat sails in either direction, and «1- 
wuys wicii die siiuit: side to tho wind. On 
tho windward side is ;i long outrigger, 
and ut its extremity is a log of wood 
pointed at both ends and parallel with the 
boat. This prevents the capsizing of the 
boat, the loo side of which is vertical to 
prevent drifting to leeward, while the 
weather side is built in the ordinary man- 
ner. 


To change the direction of the boat, the 


free end 01 the yard is brought down 
while the other is raised, and thus the di- 
rection of tho boat is reversed, with that 
oC lateen or triangular sail, while the out- 
rigger is still to windward. 
These proas 


passed between Magellan's ships going at 
full sail and tho boats they towed astern, 
"so quickly and skillfully that it was a 
marvel." 


Van Xoort, file first Dutch circumnavi- 


gator, says that' 'sometimes "00 of these 
proas, with four or five men apiece, would 
come to trado, all hallooing together 
'Hiero, liiero'—that is, 'Iron, iron,' and 
with very eagerness run their proas tipon 
the ships." Jacques le Hermits, who was 
oft the coast of Guam in lti-25, says that 
tho inhabitants cnme out six miles to 
meet him, with all sort o£ refreshments to 
exchange for old iron, and that there wore 
150 proas trading with him at one timo. 
An old writer saw that "one of these 
prons, being tilt-patched fioiii Guam to 
Manila, which is 400 good leagues, per- 
formed the voyage iii foul1 days." 


Dampier, who was at Guam during one 


of his voyages round the world, says: "I 
beliovo they are the fastest boats in the 
world. 1 believe they run nearly 2i miles 
an hour." 


Malte-Brun speaks of these flying proas 


as "models of naval architecture." 


Prom these proas Magellan gave the is- 


lands tho appropriate jiamo Islas de la 
Veins Latinas, or the .Lateen Sail islands, 
but his sailors called them Ladrones or 
Robber islands.

Or, if bad news has to be given, "God 
knows. Everything is in the hand of God." 


When a Moslem meets a European ac- 


companied by u Mcor, though the latter 
be the servant, he not infrequently ignores 
the presence of tho foreigner and offers the 
salutation to his coreligionist only, but if 
he passes a mixed company of Moors and 
.lews, or Christians, ho exclaims, ''Peace j 
be on the people of Islam." If two such j 
parties meet on the road, the phia*>u is, | 
"Peace be to those accompanying the 
Jews," or "tho Nazarenes," anil ic is suf- 
ficient for ono of each party to give und 
return tho greeting, though in tho coun- 
try several often di> so. Inferiors saluting 
superiors usually kiss the hand, shoulder, 
top of tho turban, or feet, or the knee or 
stirrup of a horseman, according to tho 
terms on -which they approach. Tho more 
abject forms are naturally only used to 
implore a favor, though tiiey are employed 
sometimes to Europeans. In the extremity 
of supplication tho very feet of one's boras 
are embraced. 


Tho old custom of falling on one anoth- 


er's necks is utill in vogue between friend: 
long separated. Men and women restrict 
their greetings in public to words, but 
personally I was somewhat startled by tho 
sudden embrace of a negrcss whoso free- 
dom my father had bean tho means of ob- 
taining when returning to the country 
after some years' absence. The kisses on 
such occasions" are, however, fortunately 
delivered in the air or on the shoulder. It 
is customary to exclaim at such meetings, 
"I have boon desolated for thee." 


To judge from the exclamations ever on 


tho tongues of tho Moors, tiiey n-iglit be 
mi extremely pious people, and no doubt 
there are among them those who really 
mean what they say, but generally the, 
most religious phrases Iwve degenerated 
into vain repetition. Kla-borato curses fail 
almost as freely. 


When about to repeat somo part of tho 


Koran or a prayer, the petition is com- 
monly uttered, "I take refuge with God 
from satan, the stoned," and when any- 
thing great or alarming occurs they ex- 
claim, '' There is neither change nor power, 
uavo in God, tho High, the Mighty!" Quo- 
tations from tha Koran arc also freely in- 
troduced in conversation by the luurncd, 
as arc proverbs and sayings by the gener- 
ality of Moors, a knowledge of which is a 
great help in conversation. 


Several little social usages of Moorish 


life deserve attention, though not confined 
to Morocco, &uch as tho esclaniLvtion to 
one who sneezes, "The forgiveness of God 
he on me and on thee!" to which the reply 
is, "Justice and praise to God!" 
If a 


mnnwho yawns in public does not use tho 
prescribed formula, any ono speaking to 
him may place tho back of his hand to his 
mouth, uttering a pinus sentence, a.s tho 
devil is accredited with performing an un- 
pleasant operation in yawning mouths. 
On the other hand, any one wearing n now 
garment or looking specially sprue.o or 
having performed somo clover or merito- 
rious act receives tho compliment, "iii 
sahh't-ak" ("In thy strength"). 


A Moor knows how to enjoy a good joke 


to tho full, and, seattd on the door, he 
bonds backward and forward without re- 
straint in his laughter. 
Often tho toller 


of tho story will join in tho proctsH tuo. 
Kaising their right hands fur above tiielr 
heads aa they roll back, they bring them 
together in a hearty .shake. There novel- 
was a grander way of enjoying n joke in- 
vented.
